by EPORTS of important gold 
‘ discoveries have been very 
prevalent of Inte. New Zealand de- 
scribed Its Otago discovery 18 the 
richest alluvial gold find known to 
the present generation,” writes 
Cecil Nurcombe in the Daily 
Telegraph. 

Johannesburg mining houses claim 
to have ‘found an important oxten- 
alon of the Witwatersrand, running 
for thirty miles to tho west of 
Krugersdorp. Kenya Colony has 
come into the limelight a3 a poten- 
tial producer of gold. 

It would scem that the world’s 
store of tho glittering motal {s not 
locked up in'the French and Amer- 
ican vaults, after oll. ° 

Of Otago we cannot say much. 
It {a admitted that the workings 
are alluvial, which generally mear& 
little nuggets practically pure gold 
secreted in debris washed up in 
narrow crecks, or incredibly ‘rich 
yelns of gold-reef located in the hill- 
sides, The trouble {s they do not 
last; one day men are in the midst 
of the stuff, which.is so rich that 
the gold can be seen with the naked 
eyo; the next it {a gone. 

Sometimes the reef narrows 
away until it becomes unworkable 
or censes altogether. Elsewhere the 
reef continues but loses ita gold 
content. Again, when ‘the find is 
tolerably rich but narrow, it pays 
to work on the face, but at depth tho 
expense of haulage and support— 
for the overhang must be propped 
up—turns profit into loss. 

: Gold-mining is not tho simple 
way of making money that, some 
people think it fs. 

The writer has scen an outcrop 
reof at Barberton, where tke first

Private 


HE time {s now ripe for drastic 
changes of policy In Russia, 
This autumn a crisis has been 
resched—If it ja still possible to 
use the word of a country that has 
existed in a sort of permanent crlais 
for fifteen years,” ‘writes Martin 
Moare in the Daily Telegrgph. 

The food situation fs more acuta 
than it has ever been since the great 
famine of 1921. Tens of millions 
of peasants are passively resisting 
Stalin's agricultural policy; and tha 
very partsal successes in industry 
have done nothing to improve the 
lot of the worker. 

Already there have been food 
riots among the textile workers of 
Ivanovo-Voznesensk, among the 
minera in the Don Basin, at Kiev, 
and in the once prosperous German 


{Republic on the Volga. 


Limit Reached. : 

Despite superhuman efforta in 
every industry, the output per man 
1s steadily declining, for the simple 
reason that men cannot work with- 
out sufficient food. ‘Every week 
tens of thousands of people are for- 
saking thelr work to go in search 
of some other industrial centro 
where there may be more to eat. 

Always they aro disappointed. 

I saw peasants in the North 

Caucasus who had trekked al! the 

way from Siberia—from ono 

stricken region to another! 

The Dictators of tho Kremlin 
realise thot the present state of 
affairs can continue no longer. The 
Hmit of human endurance—even for 
Ruasians—-has been reached. Belts, 
have been tightened to the last 
notch, ‘What will the new move be? 

I believe thot the coming year. 
will see a drastic curtailment of the 
plans for extending heavy industry. 
New industrial construction will be

Meanwhile the Government has 
come face to face with {nexorable 
economic facts.

From several independent sources 
I heard the figure of contemplated 
reduction of staff given as 25 per 
cent.

N January 4.9 fow of us 
caught the 10.12 © train 
Kowloon and = disembarked 
at Fanling where we  doarded 
the Shataukok bus, which

Station. It was a lovely day; the 
carly morning rain had cleared the 
afr and given to the follage of trees 
and shrubs a brilliance as of early 
spring.

The Dusky Shrike. 

The most interesting bird seen 
early in the walk was a Dusky 
Shrike, Lantus fuscatus, It {s not 
yet known whether this bird is a 
distinct species or merely a 
melanistic form of the Rufousback- 
ef Shrike, Laniua #. schach. . The 
Dusky Shrike is smokeyblack’ on 
its back and entirely devold above 
of the red-brown tinta so charac- 
teristte of our common “Butcher- 
bird.” 

In a village compound we observ- 
cd a tree in full flower, the few 
lenves on the tree, new foliage, 
seemed to be those of an apricot 
tre. The fragrance of '”. the 
blossoms had attracted a multitude 
of bees and for a brief moment we 
were reminded of an carly summer 
morning in Kent. The firat family
